President  Johnson  has  asked  heads  of  executive  de- 
partments and  agencies  “to  take  steps  immediately  to 
see  that  there  is  no  so-called  ‘June  buying’  ” this  year. 

Noting  that  ordering  of  goods  and  services  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  to  prevent  the  lapse  of  available 
appropriation  balances  is  indefensible  at  any  time, 
President  Johnson  explained,  “It  is  absolutely  unthink- 
able this  year — with  men  fighting  and  dying  in  Viet- 
nam and  inflationary  pressures  worrying  us  at  home.” 

In  a memorandum  the  President  asked  each  addressee 
to  do  whatever  is  necessary  to  insure  that  in  their  de- 
partment or  agency: 

• Orders  for  supplies,  materials,  and  equipment  are 
kept  to  the  minimum  needed  to  carry  on  essential, 
approved  programs. 

• Inventories  are  held  to  normal  levels. 

• New  contracts  for  future  services  and  advance 
payments  to  contractors  and  vendors  are  made  only  in 
accordance  with  established  plans. 

Through  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  the 
President  requested  a report  listing  specific  steps  taken 
to  provide  top  level  control  of  each  department’s  pur- 
chases during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year.

U.S.  Officials  Reaffirm 
Policy  on  Reserve  Call-Up 

U.S.  officials  have  reassured  that  under  present  plans 
it  is  not  believed  necessary  to  call  Reserves  in  connec- 
tion with  Southeast  Asia  operations. 

The  officials  noted  that  if  the  Reserves  were  called, 
they  would  cease  being  Reserves.  They  would  become 
committed  forces,  officials  said,  and  the  U.S.  would  lose 
that  extra  strength,  currently  being  preserved  to  meet 
contingencies  that  may  develop  elsewhere  in  the  world. 

In  March  a Defense  Department  spokesman  said,  if 
required,  the  U.S.  could  deploy  21  more  combat-ready 
battalions  to  Southeast  Asia  by  the  end  of  June  with- 
out calling  the  Reserves  or  National  Guard.

Presentation  will  be  made  May  23  in  New  York 
by  Gen.  Mark  W.  Clark,  USA  (ret.),  honorary  chair- 
man of  the  organization’s  awards  committee.

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Background  for  Commanders 

The  Inter-American  Development  Program* 


It  was  only  20-25  years  ago  that  the  intellectual  and 
political  leaders  of  Latin  American  first  turned  their 
talents  and  energies  to  the  task  of  modernizing  their 
economic  and  social  systems.  The  economic  and  social 
dimensions  of  inter-American  cooperative  programs 
were  only  gradually  and  recently  conceived  of. 

Since  the  1940’s  considerable  progress  has  been  made 
in  getting  on  with  an  inter-American  development  pro- 
gram. And  any  objective  stock-taking  must  recognize 
the  vital  role  by  the  private  sectors  throughout  the 
hemisphere  and  especially  by  private  United  States 
financial  institutions  which  have  made  available,  on  a 
large  scale,  short  and  medium  term  credits  and,  in 
some  cases,  long  term  credits,  usually  at  interest  rates 
considerably  below  the  world  level. 

A great  deal  remains  to  be  done.  We  are  only  on 
the  threshold,  only  in  the  beginning  stages,  of  our 
great  hemisphere  cooperative  program  to  speed  up  the 
process  of  economic  and  social  development.  The  un- 
precedented growth  in  population  poses  formidable 
difficulties  in  terms  of  raising  per-capita  income  at 
the  rate  which  the  Charter  of  Punta  del  Este  fixes  as 
the  goal. 

There  are,  of  course,  differences  of  opinion  between 
individuals  and  between  states  about  the  policies  which 
are  best  designed  to  produce  the  ends  which  we  seek. 
I do  not  believe  either  we  in  this  land  or  those  in  other 
lands  have  a monopoly  on  wisdom  or  good  judgment. 
A policy  that  produces  good  results  in  our  society  may 
not  work  in  another  environment  or  culture.  I per- 
sonally welcome  a world  of  diversity  as  opposed  to 
one  of  monotonous  uniformity  which  dulls  the  spirit. 
We  must  remind  ourselves,  too,  that  each  nation  not 
only  has  a right  to  choose  its  own  policies  and  its  own 
path  to  progress  but  that  they  know  their  societies 
much  better  than  we  do. 

With  these  caveats,  I would  like  to  refer  to  a few 
basic  guidelines  that  the  experience  of  many  countries 

U.S.  Helicopter  Total  in  Vietnam 
To  Near  1,800  Mark  by  June  30 

By  June  30  the  United  States  is  scheduled  to  have 
1,798  helicopters  in  South  Vietnam,  according  to  U.S. 
officials. 

This  planned  figure  exceeds  the  total  number  of  heli- 
copters assigned  to  the  Army  four  to  five  years  ago. 
The  number  is  more  than  the  total  helicopters  owned 
by  all  free  world  forces,  and  exceeds  the  total  owned  by 
all  Sino-Soviet  Bloc  forces  worldwide,  officials  said. 

It  was  noted  that  the  U.S.  helicopter  force  in  South 
Vietnam  is  proving  very  effective. 


in  the  last  100  years  seems  to  me  to  suggest  are  some 
of  the  components  of  successful  development  policies: 

1.  The  value  of  an  adequate  degree  of  competition. 
An  economy  which  fosters  and  protects  monopolies  on 
a wide  scale,  whether  they  are  state-owned  or  family- 
owned,  is  one-which  cannot  produce  high-quality  goods 
at  a low  price  for  its  people  because  monopolies  have 
no  incentive  to  become  efficient.  The  result  is  that  the 
real  earnings  of  the  people,  their  standard  of  living, 
is  reduced.  The  result  is  that  the  worker  loses  his 
opportunity  for  non-inflationary,  and  hence  real,  wage 
increase  based  on  improved  productivity. 

2.  The  need  for  developing  countries  to  compete  with 
each  other.  This  can  be  done  within  the  framework 
of  regional  markets,  such  as  the  Central  American 
Common  Market  and  the  Latin  American  Free  Trade 
Area.  And  there  should  be  preparation  for  eventual 
competition  with  the  outside  world.  Regional  trading 
arrangements  provide  regional  markets  of  a sufficient 
size  to  justify  new,  large  and  efficient  industries.  But 
the  effective  creation  of  adequate  regional  markets 
depends  on  the  degree  of  competition  permitted  within 
the  region. 

3.  The  need  fo  avoid  excessive  and  unnecessary  cen- 
tralized controls.  Those  economies  in  the  world  today 
which  operate  in  relative  freedom,  which  make  it  pos- 
sible for  the  private  sector  to  exercise  its  ingenuity  and 
initiative  are,  by  and  large,  those  which  are  experi- 
encing dynamic  growth  and  earning  the  most  foreign 
exchange.  They  are  also  doing  the  most  to  improve 
the  living  standards  of  their  people.  Conversely  those 
economies  which  are  burdened  down  with  excessive 
controls  are  those,  by  and  large,  which  are  progressing 
at  the  slowest  rate  and,  in  some  cases,  beginning  to 
look  seriously  at  the  advantages  of  “decentralization.” 

4.  The  production  of  food  for  growing  populations 
deserves  a higher  priority  in  comparison  to  industries 
which  are  promoted  for  nationalistic  or  “prestige”  rea- 
sons. Not  only  should  industrial  and  agricultural  de- 
velopment be  balanced;  they  are  in  fact  indivisible. 
One  cannot  proceed  without  the  other. 

5.  We  need  continually  to  re-examine  the  whole 
complex  range  of  self-help  measures  so  essential  to 
national  and  regional  economic  and  social  progress. 
Fiscal  and  monetary  discipline,  for  example,  is  not 
always  easy  to  achieve  or  to  maintain.  Like  all  coun- 
tries, we  have  our  own  problems.  But  we  have  learned 
by  trial  and  error  that  it  is  an  essential  part  of  any 
viable  program  of  sustained  progress,  either  social  or 
economic.

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Battle  Fatigue  Rate  Low 
For  Army  Troops  in  RVN 

Very  few  cases  of  combat  exhaust- 
ion, commonly  called  “battle  fatigue,” 
have  been  reported  among  Army  per- 
sonnel in  RVN,  according  to  Col. 
William  J.  Tiffany,  Chief  Psychiatry 
and  Neurology  Consultant,  Army 
Surgeon  General’s  Office. 

Reasons  given  are  the  relatively 
short  rotation  policy,  lack  of  pro- 
longed artillery  barrages,  relative 
periods  of  calm  between  fighting,  and 
well  seasoned  and  highly  motivated 
troops. 

Two  AF  Rescuemen 
Awarded  Silver  Stars 

Two  Air  Force  rescue  helicopter 
crewmen  of  the  38th  Aerospace  Res- 
cue and  Recovery  Squadron,  RVN, 
have  been  awarded  Silver  Star 
medals. 

Capt.  Jerry  Jennings,  an  HH-3C 
helicopter  pilot,  received  his  medal 
for  bravery  in  rescue  of  a downed 
Air  Force  pilot  under  heavy  fire,  deep 
in  Viet  Cong  territory. 

SSgt.  Berkley  E.  Naugle,  a heli- 
copter flight  mechanic,  was  blown 
through  the  hatch  of  his  aircraft 
when  enemy  fire  touched  off  an  ex- 
plosion. He  parachuted  into  a jungle 
village  and,  despite  injuries  from  the 
explosion,  evaded  a concentrated 
search  by  VC  until  he  was  rescued. 
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PALOMARES  “ BATTLE ” — RAdm. 
William  S.  Guest,  USN,  receives  the 
Distinguished  Service  Medal  from 
Navy  Secretary  Paul  H.  Nitze.  Adm.
